AttacksonY .M.C.A. 
By U.S. Soldiers 
Will Be Probed 


Dr. Mott Admits Com- 
plaints Are So Numerous 
and Widespread That 
They Must Be Met. 


New York, December 18.—Officials 
of the Y. M. C. A. will thoroughly 
investigate complaints by wounded 
soldiers returning from France of 
the manner in which its activities 
abroad are being conducted, accord- 
ing to an announcement here today 
by Dr. John R. Mott, general secre- 
tary of the association’s war work 
council. é 

Addressing a meeting of the coun- 
cil held to formulate a policy for 
the first six months of 1919, Dr. 
Mott declared that the complaints 
“have been so numerous and wide- 
spread, that they must be met.” Part 
of the criticism by soldiers has been 
that the Y. M. C. A. charged more 
than prevailing prices for cigarettes 
and other supplies. 

In presenting a budget of approx- 
imately $100,000,000, the committee 
which drew it up reported that it 
called for $15,000,000 less than the 
Y. M. C. A. quota of the United War 
Work fund. The committee added 
that it was sufficient to continue 
essential work, not only among 
America’s fighting forces, but among 


the allies. At the same time, the 
committee said, it was cut in order 
that another appeal for funds would 
not be necessary before the end of 
the demobilization period. It will be 
submitted to the war department for 
final approval.

Peace Views éf Pope 
Presented to Wilson 


Paris. December 18.—The papal 
letter presented to President 
Wilson today by Monsignor Cer- 
retti, the pnapal under-secretary 
of state, pleaded for assistance 
on behalf of small oppressed na-~ 
tionalities, especially Armenta 
and Poland. The pope’s letter 
also expressed the hope of a just 
and durable peace being reached 
through enlightened action. 

Pope Benedict also spoke in 
behalf of the new countries aris- 
ing from the partition of the dual 
monarchy, mentioning especially 
Bohemia. The _ pontiff? asked 
President Wilson to help those 
countries to realize their ambi- 
tions regardless of race and re- 
ligion.

Wilson to Fight for League. 

After four days of gathering views 
of leaders in France President Wil- 
s0n’s closest advisers say he has seen 
no reason to change his belief that 
the foundation of a league of na- 
tions is inseparable from the ac- 
tual peace treaty itself. 

President Wilson this afternoon 
gave out-the following statement: 


“The Paris edition of The 
Chicago Tribune this morning, 
in a dispatch accredited to its 
correspondent at Washington, 
declared that before leaving for 
France I gave assurance that I 
approved of a plan formulated 
by the League to Enforce 
Peace. This statement is entire- 
ly false. 

“TI am, as everyone knows, 
not only in favor of a league 
of nations, but believe the for- 
mation of such a league abso- 
lutely indispensable to the 
maintenance of peace. But the 
particular plan of the League to 
Enforee Peace I have never di- 
rectly nor indirectly indorsed.” 


It was said today that former 
President Taft possibly submitted 
the plan of the league to enforce 
peace to President Wilson who con- 
sidered it as a portion of the great 
mass of material that was being as- 
sembled on the general subject. 

On the question of representation 
in the peace conference it is report- 
ed that China will be accorded full 
representation. The opinion was ex- 
pressed by some members of the 
American mission today that this 
fact will give China an opportunity 
to press her claim for a return of 
Kiao-Chau or at most to permit Ja- 
pan only to continue the German 
lease of the peninsula. 

To Satisfy Lloyd-George. 

Those close to President Wilson 
say that he, in explaining his defi- 
nition of “freedom of the seas,” will 
reassure Premier Lloyd-George that 
he has no intention of demanding 
a reduction of ‘the British navy 
to a point involving the safety of 
the empire, but will emphasize his 
feeling that the plan of a league 
will strengthen the empire. 

King Victor Emmanuel, who is 
expected on Thursday already has 
been fully advised of the president’s 
plans through conferences’ with 
Count Di Cellere, Italian ambassa- 
dor to the United States, but the 
president will take the opportunity 
to make explanations to the king. 

The hope is expressed by those 
surrounding the president that the 
exchange of views will clear away 
any partial misunderstandings 
which may exist in regard to Mr. 
Wilson’s attitude and prepare the 
way for the assemblage of the con- 
ference with complexities removed, 
so that it will be ready to deal with 
principles and any outstanding dif- 
ferences of opinion that remain. In 
all his conferences the president has 
taken opportunity to express his 
view, it is said by those who are 
authorized to speak for him, that no 
one nation is entitled to assume the 
role of master or dictate the man- 
ner or the conditions of the repre- 
sentations of others. 

There ts some indication that con- 
siderable headway is being mads in 
this direction and that the menibers 
of the American mission are now 
seeing their way clearly. All ex- 
press the conviction that delegates 
will entér the conference in a spirit 
of accommodation. 

Indications of Regret. 

Some undercurrents are interpret- 
e@ as showing indications of regret 
because the acceptance of Président 
Wilson’s points in a general way 
prevented some nations from 


jachieving their own objéets which 


might have beén gained if Germa- 
ny’s collapse had been made even 
more complete. In reply it has been 
made plain to those with whom the 
president conferred that the United 
States government does not consid- 
er the war a victory of arms alone, 
and that victory would be iIncom- 
pléte without an organization of na- 
tions to guarantee world peace. 

President Wilson today paid his 
first visit to the headquarters of 
the Amefican mission, conferring 
briefly with Colonel House, Secre- 
tary Lansing, Henry White and oth- 
ers and inspecting the organization 
now rapidly taking shape. Mr. Wil- 
son drove in an army motor car to 
the Place de La Concorde, where 
all > American activities are cen- 
tered. 

The original plans contemplated 
the conclusion of the peace confer- 
ence in April or May. Although there 
have been many delays and some con- 
fusion in the preliminary work of 
organization, some of the delegates, 
the Americans included, are optimis- 
tic that the labors of the conference 
can be finished by that time. 

Wilson and Foeh Confer. 

President Wilson and Marshal 
Foch talked for half an hour last 
night. The subjects under discus- 
sion mainly were in reference to 
the armistice between the allies and 
Germany. Mr. Wilson was most 
favorably impressed as the result 
of this first extended conversation 
he has had with the marshal, ac- 
cording to Marcel Hutin, of The 
Echo de Paris.

Paris Still Celebrates. 

Although President Wilson has 
been in Paris five days now, the 
city refuses to cease celebrating. 
Every one had expected the enthusi- 
asm and the demonstrations to sub- 
side after a day or two, but the 
boulevards are just as crowded as 
ever and the city seems almost as 
greatly excited as it was the first 
and second days of the president's 
visit. : 

The crowd waiting outside the 
Murat mansion, where the president 
is residing, has not thinned out with 
the passage of the days, and when 
the president appears on the streets 
in his motor car the cheering seems 
just as spontaneous as ever. 

The president’s plans for visiting 
the troops at the front are fully 
matured. He will be awav from 
Paris at least three days, leaving 
December 24 and going first to 
American headquarters to dine with 
the troops on Christmas day. He 
made it clear to General Pershing 
during a recent conference that he 
did not wish to be entertained cere- 
moniously at headquarters by the 
officers alone and that he would 
consider his visit incomplete if he 
did not actually take dinner with 
the men themselves, eating their 
fare and taking full part in their 
day’s celebration. 

On Thursday Marshal Joffre will 
give a reception for the president at 
the marshal’s home. On Friday the 
president will take luncheon with 
Stephen Pichon, the French foreign 
minister. 

The Sorbonne desires to confer 
the degree of doctor honoris cause 
upon the president. The day for 
the bestowing of the degree has 
been tentatively fixed as next Satur- 
day. 

BRITISH LEADERS 
WAIT FOR WILSON. 

London, December 18.—Premier 
Lloyd-George and Foreign Secretary 
Balfour have changed their plans to 
go to Paris on Friday to meet 
President Wilson, as it is possible 
that the.president will come to Lon- 
don directly after Christmas. 

President Wilson is expected 
England on December 26. 

It is on the president’s own sug- 
gestion that he is coming to England 
next week. A communication to 
that effect was received by the 
British government this morning. 
A reply was sent to the president, 
welcoming the suggestion. 

As a result it will not be neces- 
sary for Premier Lloyd-George and 
Mr. Balfour to go to Paris, as it 
is expected that the conferences be- 
tween the president and the British 
statesmen preliminary to the inter- 
allied conference in Paris can be 
completed during the president’s 
stay here.

Annapolis, Md., December 18.— 
War governors of the states before 
adjourning their annual conference 
tonight inspected the new super- 
dreadnaught Mississippi, anchored 
in Chesapeake bay. They made the 
trip to the big craft as guests of 
Secretary Daniels on the presiden- 
tial yacht Mayflower. Earlier in 
the day the governors heard ad- 
dresses by Mr. Daniels and Secre- 
tary Lane, who praised President 
Wilson for going to Europe. 

At the suggestion of Governor 
Milliken, of Maine, the executives 
agreed to discuss with their respec- 
tive congressional delegations the 
question of reimbursement by the 
federal government of colleges and 
universities which suffered heavy 
loss by discontinuance of student 
army training courses, 

Lane on Wilson’s Trip. 

Commenting on President Wilson’s 
trip, Secretary Lane said: 

“IT have seen criticism of the pres- 
ident, and so have you, for going 
across the water at this time. The 
spirit which animated him in going 
is the spirit of this new day. It is 
the spirit of giving your hand to 
your neighbor. It is the spirit that 
would make this war the end of 
wars. 

“The man who stands as the rep- 
resentative of the foremost democ- 
racy of the world goes to Europe 
not that he may march down the 
Champs Elysee, not that he may re- 
ceive the piaudits of the French 
multitudes. But he goes to Europe 
as the champion of American ideals 
because he wants to see that out of, 
this war comes something worth 
while. He would have been derelict, 
he would have been negligent, he 
would have been false to his own 
conscience and false to our ideas 
of him if he had not stood in Paris 
in person as the champion of that 
principle which we love and those 
institutions which we hope to see 
spread around the world. 

“To me Woodrow Wilson in Paris 
represents not the ambitions of Na- 
poleon striving to master the world 
by force, but the greater Pasteur, 
the healer of the nation, who comes 
to bring peace, happiness and to se-

Warning against over-optimistic 
hopes for the return of all American 
soldiers from a @broad, Secretary 
Daniels said:

The Romans are not particularly 
proud of the quirinal, which is one! 
of the most inconvenient and least | 
pretentious of the royal residences 
| of Europe. It a series of long, 
plain, narrow buildings, ranged 
about a courtyard on the top of 
Quirinal Hill. Externally, it is with- 
out any pretensions to architectural] ! 
| effect; it is plain, and even ugly. 
The greater portion of the place is 
taken up by state apartments. These 
occupy three sides of the palace. 
There are no connecting or cross | 
passages. Each room opens into its 
neighbor, and to get from one end 
of the suite to the other it is neces- 
sary to traverse the entire range on | 
three sides of the court. 

The state apartments are hand- 
but they are very 
far from being filled with the gauds 
of wealth. The House of Savoy is 
not rich as royal houses go, and the 
national purse has always had so 
many demands upon it that no one 
dared propose adding to the embel- 
lishments of the king’s residence at 
the public expense. So it happens 
that the state apartments of the 
quirinal have very little to show 
in the way of art. Pope Pius IX. 
had carefully removed his treasures 
from the quirinal before the ap- 
proach of the national forces in 
1870. The king and the government 
brought next to nothing with them. |

The market 
opened steady at an advance of 5 
to 25 points on bullish overnight 
spot news and reports that the ship- 
ping board had assigned four ships 
to the cotton trade. Overnight buy- 
ing orders were quickly supplied, 
and the market sold off during the 
early trading with December show- 
ing a net loss of 28 points and Jan- 
uary of 15 points during the middle 
of the morning while later months 
sold 2 to 7 points net lower with 
March touching 25.78. 

The market then turned firmer 
on reports of an active spot demand 
fn the southwest, covering by early 
sellers and rumors that some of 
the people who had issued notices 
this morning were buying December 
contracts later in the day. That de- 
livery led the advance, selling 94 
points above last night’s closing 
figures, while later months showed 
net gains of 28 to 40 points with 
March selling at 26.20. Later fluc-

One of the features of the 
dinner was the presentation of a 
watch to Roper as a testimbnial of 
the committee’s appreciation of his 
leadership.

U.S. NAVAL STATIONS 
NN EUROPEAN WATERS 


Paris, December 18.—American 
naval stations will be maintained 
for at least a year at Brest, Gibral- 
tar and in the Azores to render aid 
to American merchant ships. The 
consent of France, England and 
Portugal has already been secured. 
The aero and radio stations at these 
points will be in readiness to re- 


spond to calls for aid by American 
shipping in distress, 

The facilities will be afforded for 
needed repairs and supplies. 

Although the plans have not been 
developed, it is believed in naval 
circles that the shipping board de- 
sires the continuance of the manning 
of its ships with naval officers and 
crews until private capital is or- 
ganized to undertake the great task 
of operating thousands of merchant 
vessels, 

The other naval establishments in 
Europe have been ordered abandon- 
ed as rapidly as possible, and prog- 
ress in this direction has already 
been considerable. The United States 
navy had 27 aero stations along the 
European coast, the material of 
which, except at Brest, Gibraltar 
and the Azores, is being shipped 
home, Naval transports, relieved of 
carrying munitions, will hereafter 
convey food supplies. 

It is expected that the army also 
will soon be able to use a number 
of its transports similarly on east- 
ern voyages. 

Demobilization of the naval per- 
sonnel has been ordered to proceed 
rapidly on tif basis of the transfer 
to the reserve lists of men and of- 
ficers of good character and phy- 
sique. The needs of the new mer- 
chant marine, it is calculated, will 
absorb as large a proportion of such 
reservists as is desired. 


REVIEW OF U. S. FLEET 
POSTPONED TO DEC. 26 


Washington, December 18.—Post- 
ponement from December 24 to De- 
cember 26 of the review of the 
Atlantic fleet by Secretary Daniels 
at New York was announced to- 
night at the navy department, fol- 
lowing receipt of a message from 
Admiral Mayo, commander of the 
units of the fleet now returning 
from European waters. Admiral 
Mayo informed the department that 
bad weather is delaying the return- 
ing vessels, and it would be impos- 
sible to reach New York until the 
day after Christmas. 

he message from Admiral Mayo 
was received by Secretary Daniels 
aboard the presidential yacht May- 
flower at Annapolis and was trans- 
mitted to the navy department, 
which issued the following state- 
ment: 

“The secretary of the navy has 
received a message from Admiral 
Mayo saying that bad weather in 
the Atlantic is delaying the progress 
home of the Atlantic fleet. For that 
reason it will be necessary to post- 
pone the naval review at New York 
from December 24 to December 26.”

NAVAL EXPANSION 
STRONGLY URGED 


Congress Asked to In- 
crease Enlisted Strength 
From 131,000 Men to 
217,000 — Alleged Men 
Needed to Man Ships. 


Washington, December 18.—Leg- 
islation authorizing increase of the 
permanent enlisted strength of the 
navy from 131,000 men to 217,000 
was recommended to the house na- 
val affairs committee today by Cap- 
tain H. Laning, acting chief of the 
bureau of navigation. This would 
include 175,000 seamen, 274,000 ap- 
prentice seamen and firemen in 
training, 12,000 in trade schools in 
training and 6,000 in the flying 
corps 

The increase would enable the 
navy to “fight at the drop of the 
hat,” said Captain Laning.

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this large increase of men is need- 
ed to carry out the policy of the 
naval bureau of operation, as recom- 
mended to the naval affairs com- 
mittee by Rear Admiral Badger last 
Thursday, of making the navy of 
the United States equal to the “most 
powerful maintained by any nation 
of the world.” 

Need for More Officers. 
‘-g*Unless an increase in the per- 
sonnel is authorized,” Captain Lan- 
sing said, “no expansion program 
can be carried out. The navy was 
terribly handicapped by a lack of 
men even before the United States 
entered the war. Ships were only 
half manned, and, as fighting units, 
were almost useless. It was not un- 
til early this year that the number 


of men became sufficient.” 

Captain Laning also emphasized 
the need for more officers in the 
regular navy and submitted a plan 
by which they ight be obtained. 
It provided that permanent com- 
missions in the regular navy be 
given to temporary commissioned 
officers of the navy and of the 
naval reserve force upon their pass- 


ing examinations, and also that the 
naval reserve officers be retained 
in the service as long as they are 
needed. 

Chairman Padgett objected to the 
plan, saying it would break down 
the present system of obtaining of- 
ficers through the naval academy. 
The incentive for going to the acad- 
emy would be lost, he said, if men 
could get commissions without go- 
ing through the four-year course at 
Annapolis. 

“If the navy depends upon the 
academy for its officers,” Captain 
Laning replied, “it can never get 
the required number. Only 600 of- 
ficers are graduated yearly from 
the school, while there will be a 
shortage of 5,000 as soon as the tem- 
porary commissions are revoked.” 

Navy Unprepared at Start. 


“At the start of the war, the navy 
was pitifully unprepared,’ Captain 
Laning said. “We did not have half 
enough officers and men to properly 
man the ships. If we would have 
had to fight then I don’t know what 
would have happened. 

“It was not until a year after the 
war began that our ships were prop- 
erly manned,” he added. “The ques- 
tion is whether we are going to 
throw away all the money and ef- 
forts required to obtain the proper 
forces. Now that we have these 
men we should keep them as long 
as needed or until they could be re- 
placed.” 

Captain Laning told of the work 
of his bureau at the start of the 
war when men were needed for de- 
stroyers, cruisers and coast patrol 
vachts. At that time there were 
2.294 officers in the navy, while 
7,000 were needed, he said. The 
problem was to make those avail- 
able do the work of all those needed. 
Crews were stripped from the bat- 
tleships and placed on the smaller 
boats. 

“We figured that if the German 
fleet should come out and defeat the 
British fleet, it would be three 
months before it would be ready to 
tackle ours,’ Captain Laning said. 
“So we robbed Peter to pav Paul. 
It worked out fine, but we were 
taking big chances.”

The advisability of authorizing 
big increases in the navy personnel 
at the present time was questioned 
by Representative Kelly, of Michi- 


gan. 

“Why not hold steady until the 
peace conference is ended and we 
cee how thines stand?’ he asked. 
“It may be that all navies except 
one controlled by all the powers will 
be done away with. In that event, 
money we spend now will be 
wasted.” 

Captain Laning replied that might 
be advisable if other nations looked 
at it in the same light, but if they 
continued their expansions it would 
be foolhardy for the United States 
to sit back and allow them to geta 
bis lead. 

“Ag Admiral Badger said, a sec- 
ond-rate navy is almost as bad as 
none at all,” he added.

Washington, December 18.—The 
American Red Cross has found an 
American soldier who does not 
want a Christmas box. He is Pri- 
vate R. R. Safarick, of Long Island 
City, N. Y., wounded in action and 
now under treatment at the base 
hospital in Allerv, France. In. a let- 
ter forwarded to Red Cross head- 
quarters here from the organiza- 
tion’s Paris branch, Private Safarick 
Says: 

“Hearing that all wounded sol- 
diers are going to receive Christ- 
mas packages from the American 
Red Cross this year, I ask of you a 
great favor. Instead of sending me 
my package, forward it to the only 
one I left behind, mother, and kind- 
ly mention my name. I never miss- 
ed giving her a present for years 
back, -but things look pretty’ un- 
bright outside.”

BEATTY PRAISES

mander-in-chief of the grand fleet, 
in a farewell address on board the 

J, Ss. S. New York, on December 1, 
the day the quadron was detached 
from the grand fleet. All hands had 
been called to muster on the fore- 
castle to hear Admiral Beatty. 

After thanking the American of- 
ficers and men for their co-operation 
Sir David remarked that both the 
British and the Americans were dis- 
appointed at not having been able to 
meet the German fleet. He declared 
that the day the German fleet sur- 
rendered was “a pitiful day to see.” 
Sir David said he had always had 
misgivings that the German would 
never come out for a Tinish fight 
and these misgivings had been 
strengthened by the coming of the 
American squadron. 

“I could not Jet the sixth battle 
squadron go without coming on 
board the New York and saying 
something of what I feel at this 
moment of your departure,” said Sir 
David. “I had intended to ask Ad- 
miral Rodman to permit me to say 
something to the representatives of 
all the ships of the sixth battle 
squadron on board his flagship, but 
the exigencies of the service have 
not permitted it, therefore, as Ad- 
miral Rodman has suggested... what 
I sav to vou I hope you will promul- 
gate to vour comrades in the other 
ships and also to your comrades of 
the Atlantic fleet, 

: Comes From Heart. 

“What I say I hope you will un- 
derstand. comes from the heart, not 
only my heart but the hearts of your 
comrades of the grand fleet. I want 
first of all to thank you, Admiral 
Rodman, and the captains and offi- 
cers and the ships’- companies of 
this magnificent squadron for the 
wonderful co-operation and loyalty 
you have given me and my admirals 
and the assistance you have given 
us in every duty you have had to 
undertake. 

“The support which you have 
shown is that of true comradeship 
and in time of stress that is worth 
a great deal. As somebody said the 
other day. ‘The fighting now is over 
and the talking now is going to be- 
gin.’ Therefore, I do not want to 
keep vou hefe any longer, but want 
to congratulate you for having been 
present upon a day unsurpassed in 
the naval annals of the world. 

“IT know quite well that vou, as 
well as your British comrades, were 
bitterly disapnointed at not being 
able to give effect to that efficiency 
vou have so well maintained.
